Lima. Peru, June 6 —An ambitious 
scheme 
for development 
of Peru's 
railway system Is said to be under 
consideration by the government. 
It 
Includes the building of two north 
and south lines and one or more rail­ 
ways connecting 
the western 
coast 
with the navigable rivers on the east­ 
ern frontier. 
There are now approximately 1,700 
miles of railways in operation In the 
country, 1,300 miles of which are said
